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INSTRUCTIONS FOR USING THE CUMULATIVE 
INDEX OF THE RESEARCH QUARTERLY 


Author and subject entries are listed alphabetically. Subjects listed are those 
for which the articles provide definite information. Titles of articles are not 
listed. Titles of books reviewed are listed under the subject heading ‘Book 
Review.”’ Reviews are classified according to major emphasis and the classifi- 
cations are listed alphabetically. Titles of Reviews are listed alphabetically 
within the classifications. 

The bibliographical reference following the author’s name gives the volume, 
initial page number, month, and year for all articles contributed by that author 
during the ten-year period. A typical author citation is as follows:

The bibliographical reference following the appropriate subject entry in- 
cludes the author’s name, volume, page number, month, and year, for all refer- 
ences to that particular subject during the ten-year period. A brief descriptive 
phrase is included under each of the subject entries. A typical subject citation 
is as follows:

When searching for a specific article, look first under the author’s name if 
it is known. If not, look under the subject which receives primary emphasis in 
the article, e.g., if it is known that an article has been written about fatigue in 
high school boys resulting from a certain form of exercise, the article could be 
most quickly located by looking under the subject entry ‘‘fatigue.’”’ For addi- 
tional possibilities look under exercise. 

Since it has been impractical to list every aspect of a particular research or 
to use all possible descriptive phrases for a particular aspect, the user should 
view the index as convenient help for locating material, not as authority that 
material on a particular topic is not in the Quarterly if it is not indexed under 
the anticipated heading. An active imagination, coupled with a willingness to 
follow all suggestive leads, is a great help in exploiting the full value of an 
index.
